In progress jit the close .of. tho day'. The 
House passed the fortifications appropri- 
ation bill and madofnlr progress with 
tho pbstofltce appropriation bill: During 
the general debate upon tho former bill 
Mr. Lanham of Texas delivered a nota- 
ble speech upon the futuro of the Demo- 
cratic party, making n strong plea for 
tho necessity of milted Democracy and 
counseled the burial of the hatchet and 
tho welcoming back of those who in tho 
last two presidential campaigns hnve de- 
clined to suport Hie nominees of the par- 
ty. Many- amendments wcro offered to 
tho postolilce appropriation bill Iu tho in- 
terest or various claims of postohlcc em- 
ployes, but they all went down before 
points of order raised by Mr, Loud, the 
chairmnn of tho postofllce committee, 
who was In charge of the- bill, 

Tlio Senate spent Friday considering 
the shipping bill.

and daughters was. larqer than, at other 
meetings of the inBtitute, arid aa .this is 
mainly .the class that the* workcra of tbe 
institute aim to reach, it can bo safely set 
down, that tho attendance was all that could 
bo desired. ■ 

Aside' from the general intelligence and 
up-to-date characteristics of tbe people of 
Millbura tboy possess hospitable natures 
arid are widely noted for their musical abil- 
ities, in fact music and aong aeeniB to have 
sprung spontaneous from tbe soil and to 
havo impregnated the atmosphere bo thor- 
oughly that one need only, open their mouth 
to break forth in sbrigand melody. 
' Under such favorable circumstances it is 
not wonderful that the program on Friday 
evening was one of the very best, . consist- 
ing of a recitation by Miss Susy Lucas, a 
eoag by the quartette consisting of Mrs. Dr.

TUK INSTITUTE PItOI'KR. 

The first seesbu of the institute was call- 
ed to order Friday morning by President 
Ralph. Chi Uendeu, and after invocation of 
Divine blessing by the pastor,'Rev, Mitch- 
ell, a brief explanation of the object and 
aims of tbo institute waa made by Director 
H, D. Hughes, after which the regular 
work of the institute was taken up by an 
excellent paper by John A Thais on Short 
Horn Cattle. After considerable discussion 
on the many good points drawn out by Mr. 
Thain 'a paper, on adjournment for dinner 
was taken, and with one accord a bee ' line 
was taken to the dining hall where tbe 
ladies of the church Aid Society, provided 
meals for all. In this connect ion it is proper, 
to say that tho many good meals provided 
by tbe ladies of Millburn on similar occas 
ions, Buffered in comparison with the meals 
provided throughout tbe entire inBtitute, 
and were it not that such rich cakes, crisp 
plea, tarta, cookies and other goodies, to 
say nothing of tho biglasciouschicken pics 
are produttive of despepsia, one fain would 
dine there forever and a day. 

After dinner the subject of good roads 
was taken up and discussed at considerable 
length by Mr. Gross, of Chicago, and a 
resolution passed favoring state aid in the 
building of permanent improvements on the 
public highways. Alex Galbrath, of Janes 
villo, tbenjgavo a very interesting talk on 
the conformation of the horse, Ellen D 
Farwell, of Lake Forest, then read a very 
interesting paper on Birds in their Relation 
to Agriculture, which was an eloquent plea 
to spare tbe birds. H. M, Maxham, of 
Diamond Lake, then gave a brief talk on 
poultry; after which the institute adjourned 
for thejevemng meeting. 
, The evening session was called to order 
at Boyen o'clock, with all seats comfortably 
filled. Tbe program as above Bet forth wsb 
then carried out,, and Hon. A, S. Collins, of 
Harvard, waa then introduced and gave an 
eloquentland.Btirring address, taking 
his themo "What Inducements Does Farm 
Life Hold out for the YoungPeople Today." 
Mr, CoIlinsfiB certainly a speaker of great 
power and ability, and if the real in farm 
lite approaches near his ideal, farm life to 
day must|be an ideal Bort of an existence, 
a sort of hazy, indistinct glimpso of para- 
dise or the promised land, if one but reach- 
es forth^their hand to grasp it, There 'are 
however, some fellows "stripping" cows 
on tbejlee tide of a tumbled-down shed 
with the thermometer indicating zero, who 
will probably combat Mr. Collins' ideal of 
farm life, yet the truth of the matter is 
that life upon tbe farm as elsewhere, de- 
pends in a great measure on what we make 
of it and how we take it. 

Dr. W.B. Lewin, D. V. 8.,- of RuBsell, 
read a very interesting and instructive 
paper on Tuberculosis in Cattle, which 
provoked considerable discussion: among 
the Farmers and slock raiwrs present, the 
Doctor holding to tbe theory which seems 
to be well established in practice, that the 
only way to determine the existence of .the 
disease In a live animal or heard is to sub- 
mit the animal to a tu herculean test, and 
that a rise of 2 % degrees above tbe normal 
if maintained from two to four hours is a 
very strong indication of the existence of 
tho disease,

Tho Bubjoct ■ of corn breeding, selection 
and cultivation waa then-taken up by Prof. 
Shamel and during the course ' of his re- 
marks, lasting nearly two hours, the closest 
attention was given by everyone and* one 
could not but marvel as to bow it were pos- 
sible for an apparent boy to crowd into tbe . 
few short years of bis life a more inti mate 
knowledge of corn than is possessed by any 
other man in the '"world to-day, but those 
who heard Mr. Sbnmal will hardly question 
tbe assertion, broad and sweeping as it 
may Bound. . 

Hon. A. S. Collins, the silver tongoed 
orator of Harvard, then spoke ou "The 
Coming Farmer; Grade, Character, Re- 
sults," painting such a bus'utiful word pic- 
ture of the coming farmer that one need 
not be surprised to see bim put on clean 
collara'and cuffs arid a swallow-tailed coat, 
when bo goes into tho parlor in tho barn to 
milk tho icathetic cow.

This Is by far the big- 
gest and heaviest engine In the whole' 
exhibition, weighing as It doestelghtyj 
six tons and having a .vast fdrty-slx- 
ton tender appended," the total 'weight' 
of. tender and engine being therefore 
no less than 132 tony, while the top of 
the^ chimney stands IS feet 9 inches 
above the rail level. ,Thls mighty loco- 
motive la" constructed' on the articulat- 
ed plan, the four-foot driving wheels 
being coupled In two groups of six 
each, one being practically a steam 
bogie, while each group Ib driven by 
one high-pressure, and one low-pres- 
bu re cylinder, the respective diameters 
being 18% Inches and ,28 inches, says' 
the Engineering Mngazlnc. In the case 
of this particular engine, more may, be 
said on behalf of the complex system 
of articulation employed than In the 
cose of the smaller but similar locomo- 
tive. The Russian twelve- wheeler is 
Intended for the haulage of immense 
loads, and the ascent of steep grades. 
H la essential to the development of 
Its full usefulness that It should be 
able to utilize Its entire adhesive 
weight for traction and that this 
weight should be. distributed as widely 
as possible upon the rails without such 
.distribution- Involving an undue length 
of" rigid wheetbase.

Malta were unknown anywhere 
else In the world. -"The knights left a 
great block of. rock,, when' they hol T 
lowed out an embrasure In tho cliff, 
which afterward they shaped and 
bored In the form' af gigantic cannon; 
which, when loaded, contained a whole 
barrel of gunpowder. • That, shoveled 
In, they plugged It with, a great piece 
of wood, ntted exactly to the bore, as; 
.wadding,'- and loaded up with; cannon 
balls, BhellB and other deadly mate- 
rials. About fifty of these rock can- 
non commanded the spots from which 
any hostile ship was most likely to 
approach. The mouths of some were' 
six feet wide and were able -to throw- 
10,000-pound weight of balls or stones,, 
and the falling prbjectllea covered^ an 
area of over 300 square yards, — Tit-

It was a very small matter to n 
man ns busy ns Lincoln wns that sum- 
mer. Little George'wns but one of thou-., 
sands who received similar honor, .and "• 
with 'most men the Incident would quick- . 
ly hnvo, passed from memory. But Lin- 
coln wns not given to forgetting trifles'.' 
Proud of 1 his distinction, George lost no ! 
chnn<!e of pn,nidlng the nffnir before his- 
schoolmates, and, for n time wns looked 
upon 'as a most important pbrsonngb. But 
grndunlly bis prestigo faded, mid after 
the President had taken his sent nt tho- 
cnpltnl severnl of George's older compan- 
ions openly 'poohpoohed the story.

Entering to the riiafn cavern 
throligh a narrow^ silt in the' malapal 
rock necessitates a vertical drop of ten 
feet to the lloor of the pnssnge that runs 
farther In. till blocked by ice harriers. 
The temperature In the cave, ereu In 
tho height of- summer, ■ Ib about the 
freezing pbliit.
